the empoye;.it will- usually -be worth 
while for the latter/to call-upon him 
and personally ‘explain the advantages 
of Southern Pacific’ “service:. When 
trafic Js obtained by this plan, the 
superintendent .or ‘head-of the depart- 
ment with which the employe is identi- 
fied will be notified and he in turn will 
submit the ‘name-for .publication in the 
Bulletin. 

Naturally it will take some time for 
the new plan ‘to get into full opera- 
tion, so employes who turn in “live 
tips” may not invariably reccive credit 
in the Bulletin that appears immed- 
jately afterward.

ceived’ not only the immediate. ship- 
ment but also the promise of all fu- 
ture shipments. The garage -owner 
wrote to the Company’s .traffic .rep- 
resentative as follows: 

“After my conversation with you-yes- 
terday, I had a taik with Mr. Grant 
and at his solicitation I have ordered 
all our shipments with the exception 
of one car which has already been 
routed: There will be four cars for 
shipment, which are now on order and 
also any future orders we may place. 
This change is conditioned on ser- 
vice.” 

Excellent results are being accom- 
plished by employes in the matter’ of 
solicitation and since the plan was in- 
stituted the business of a ‘number of 
large concerns has been transferred 
to that Company. 

_ The system of handling tips furn- 
ished by the employes has been effic- 
iently organized and in every in.

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S.P. Men Have Spirit of Service 
‘Dr. David P. Bartows,' at Veterans’ Reunion, 
Shows What Makes Railroad Great Institution 


The following is the'address made “by 
Dr, David P, Barrows,’ President of. the 
University .of California, before the re- 
tired Southern Pacific veterans at their 
annual reunion May 10th, 


TIS a‘great satisfaction ‘to ‘me that 
Tecan be with you today and the 
invitation’ of your chairman I 

count an honor. I came, however, 
quite unprepared to’ see what I have 
seen. -I had no -conception of the 
strength of your organization, nor :of 
the values and incidentally the ser- 
vice which it represented. 

As I have been here with you today 
my mind has not been drawn so much 
toward the great physical achieve- 
ments of the Southern Pacific system, 
not toward the task nor the confi- 
dence with which ‘it was undertaken 
and that carried its lines over the 
Sierra—though these . themselves 
were miraculous—but .J have been 
moved .to think .of the spirit which 
has always characterized the South- 
ern Pacific employe, the great esprit 
de corps of your company. This is 
the essential thing. This is the 
human element, It is the one 
thing that makes a great institution 
triumphant and powerful, and that 
your great company has always had. 

I. have been trying to analyze on 
what factors so great a spirit rests. 
It rests, it seems to me, upon the 
feeling more or less conscious of all 
who belong to a great system like 
this, that they are parts of something 
far greater than themselves, parts of 
4 great institution which comes up 
out of the past fulfilling its public 
service, and which we know will be 
projected over into the future, some- 
thing that is in a sense immortal. 
Creatures as we are of few years an} 
brief experiences, we take hold upon 
a great institution like this. Tt is one 
of our ‘ways of taking hold upon 
imnirortality, 

A great institution, to have an es- 
prit de corps, must ‘be conscious of 
the ‘history of the events through 
which it has passed; it must know 
that it is a great and important factor 
in national history and national life, 
and every individual must be more or 
less.:conscious of the iceling that his 
setvice is something that extends into 
the future as well as into: the past. 

Another factor must be a feeling 
on the-part-of cach and every member 
that he-is ‘treated with ‘consideration, 
that his interests are duly regarded, 
that his ambitions, his“needs and_his 
feelings are ever a’ matter of soliéi- 
tude to: the management and to ‘the 
great institution “itself, Unquestion= 
ably one factor in’ the building up of 
a-spirit lies in -the -asgurance ‘of ser- 
vice which your company stands for, 


read your Bulletin—Pass 
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assurance that your’ fullness of years 
will be provided for, that having given 
of your best through a-period of years 
there will be an independence in 
your remaining years. When you are 
able to build in this great way an 
esprit de corps you get willingness 
to give without calculation, There 
are some things you cannot meas- 
ure and one of: these things is ser- 
vice to a great institution or com- 
pany. There is such a thing as’ un- 
selfish giving in the service of a great 
institution and that is what we are all 
called upon to give. What is requir- 
ed from us differs from day to day. 
There is of course a normal degree 
of service, but there comes times in 
the life of a great institution when 
everybody must labor greatly regard- 
less of self. 

The history of the Southern Pa- 
cific is known to me somewhat be- 
cause as a little boy its systems were 
far from completed. 1 remember 
when there was no Coast Line, I 
lived in a part of this state that was 
eighty miles from this system. 1 
have seen this great system come, 
build itself up, improve its service 
and maintain its line until it is the 
greatest railroad in the west, and per- 
haps the greatest in the nation. No 
one can trayvel-as we Californians 
travel and come back to the great 
territory which this company serves, 
the lines of the Southern Pacific and 
its fast trains, and not feel an im- 
mensc satisfaction in knowing that 
he is at last in the hands of a com- 
pany that renders the best and as- 
sures service sa far as we know that 
cannot be bettered, and that gives a 
greater return to its patrons than 
any other railroad system in the 
world. 

I salute you as a younger man and 
a man still in active life. I salute you 
with profound respect, you men who 
have done so much for the history of 
the commonwealth and who embody 
what we ca'l in this state “The Cali- 
fornia Spirit.” We are all concerned 
to keep it alive, its venturesomeness, 
its generosity. You, here today, 
whose lives have been involved in this 
great company. know what ‘Califor- 
nia Spirit” is if anybody in this state 
does and as I look upon you T am 
moved to recall that wonderful speech 
of Daniel Webster at the dedication 


of the- Bunker Hill Monument, when 


turning he broke forth in those mag- 
nificent words commencing, “Immar- 
tal Men.” I am glad to have been 
here today and from meeting with 
you, T am sure I have derived some 
new consciousness of what it is to 
belong to a great justitution and part 
of a great company that attempts to 
do its tasks in a great way.

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GIRL RESCUED FROM RIVER 
BY S. P. STEAMER CREW. 


Captain D. F. Petzinger and crew 
of the Southern Pacific Company’s 
‘iver steamer Navajo performed an 
unusual service recently in rescuing 
from drowning a young lady who 
was canght beneath an automobile 
that had run off the tevee into the 
Sacramento River near Walnut Grove. 

The Navajo was in charge of Cap- 
tain Petzinger on north bound trip, 
jJeaving San Francisco at 5 p.m. May 
20, and when about opposite landing 
A-45 at 1a, m. Sunday morning, May 
21, the crew on watch heard cries of 
distress coming from the shore. On 
looking they saw an overturned 
motor car in the river almost sub- 
merged, The only reason it was not 
completely submerged was that it was 
heing held up by the young willow 
trees which grow profusely on the 
banks of the river at that point. 

The Navajo steered over to that 
part of the river and found that a 
young woman was still in the machine 
and in a very precarious position, he- 
ing pinned in the automobile in some 
way unable to free herself, her head 
only being out of the water, The 
captain immediately got some men 
ashore with ropes and jumping into 
the ‘water he fastened the ropes on 
to the machine and released the girl, 
who turned out to be the daugh- 
ter of a farmer of the vicinity. It 
was impossible to right the machine 
and put it on the levee, so the cap- 
tain made the machine secure with 
ropes and had the young lady taken 
aboard the steamer where she was 
wrapped in blankets and hot appli- 
ances applied. He then went on to 
Ryde and telephoned her family. in- 
forming them that he would go to 
Walnut Grove. On arriving at Wal- 
nut Grove it developed that the girl 
did not receive any injuries of any 
consequence, only slight bruises and 
nervous shock. 

Tt appears that this automobile was 
driving along the highway, which is 
on top of the levee at this point, and 
in some manner turned off ‘the levee 
and into the river, 

Captain Petzinger is in receipt of

J. Kruttschnitt Shows Lines Were Not Properly 
Maintained During Federal Control» 


Speaking on the assurances given by the Federal Administration that: the rail~ 
roads would be returned to the owners at the end of Federal control. in:as-good 
condition as when the roads were taken over in 1918, J. Kruttschnitt, Chairman 
the Executive Committee of the Board of Directors, Southern Pacific Company, 


in testimony given before the Senatc Committee on Interstate Commerce, said in 


bart: 


HE President had given assur- 

ances to secutity-holders when 

he took over the railroads that 
“Investors in railway securities -may 
rest assured that their rights and in- 
terests will be as scrupulously looked 
after as they would be by the di- 
rectors of the several railway sys- 
tems”; and thereafter that “The com- 
mon administration will be carried on 
with as little disturbance of the pres- 
ent operating organization and per- 
sonnel of the railways as possible.” 

These promises, and the guaranty 
of Congress that the roads should be 
maintained in as good repair and in 
ag complete equipment as when taken 
over, were completely ignored. The 
percentage of operating expenses to 
earnings was raised from 70.48 to 
93.47 per cent; renewal of rails, ties 
and ballast was skimped to the danger 
point; and the equipment, scattered 
all over the United States, had been 
given scant attention and was in the 
worst condition ever known, 

At the beginning of Federal con- 
trol 128,780 freight cars were re- 
ported to be in bad order; and at the 
end of Federal control 153,727 cars 
were in bad order, an increase of 
24,947 cars. 

At the beginning of Federal con- 
trol 45 per cent of home cars were 
on home roads as compared with 21.9 
per cent at the end of Federal con- 
trol. 


Cars in Bad Order 


During the Federal control foreign 
lines ‘repaired foreign cars only to 
the extent necessary to keep such 
cars moving, and as -home cars were 
distributed all over the United States, 
the owners of such cars were not in 
position to determine their real con- 
dition or to repair them until the 
practice in effect prior to Federal con- 
trol of returning home cars to home 
roads ‘was restored, 

At the end of January, 1921, how- 
ever, the per cent of bad order cars 
was 8.7, as: compared with’ 5.1. per 
cent at_the beginning of Federal con- 
trol. Even these figures do not dis- 
close the real situation, because for- 
eign lines ‘continued returning to 
home roads home cars requiring ex- 
tensive repairs, and it was not until 
July, 1921 that the home cars on 
home reads reached the maximum; 
at that time 14.7 ‘per ‘cent of such 
cars. were reported -in bad order.

The ‘Federal Railroad Administra- 
tion did not ‘put:into the track any- 
thing near the number. of ties ‘and 
rails necessary to: maintain ‘its ties, 
both in quantity and quality and rails 
were ‘skimped. 

In two years cross-tie renewals, ac- 


cording to latest I..C.-C; figures, were 


32,628,360 .short—enough to lay ‘11,- 
500 miles of track or about three and 
one-half tracks stretching from New 
York to San Francisco; and rail re- 
newals (Bureaw-of ‘Railway Economic 
Figures) were cut 440,230 . tons— 
enough’to lay. 3,120 miles, or a-track 
from New. York. to San Francisco: 

There was also .a:shortage ‘of 1,816,- 
155 cubic yards ‘of ‘ballast-used ‘in re- 
pairs, 


McAdoo Error Shown 


Mr, McAdoo errs grieviously in his 
statement before your. Honorable 
Committee. He refers to replacement 
figures for our Texas and Louisiana 
Lines given in an address delivered 
by me in New Orleans, March 24, 
1921, and seeks to prove their incor- 
rectness by giving the replacement 
figures for the entire Southern Pa- 
cific System. 

The Louisiana and Texas Lines are 
separate and distinct from other 
lines in the Southern Pacific System, 
with offices of their own, and as Mr. 
McAdoo made contracts with these 
lines, signed by their own officers, not 
these of Southern Pacific, and as he 
published statistics during his admin- 
istration for the Louisiana and Texas 
Lines separate from those of the 
Southern Pacific,, and as, moreover, 
he placed these lines under a separate 
Regional Director, his motive in seek- 
ing to disprove one set of figures by 
offering others in no wise related to 
them admits of but one explanation, 

The paragraph that has irritated 
Mr. McAdoo is: “On the Southern Pa- 
cific Louisiana and Texas Lines, where 
yearly tie replacements averaged .1,- 
431,825 for the Test Period, the ycarly 
renewals made by him were 398,323, 
or 28 per cent short.” 

The records fully. justify the asser- 
tion that tie renewals were skimped. 

Tie renewals on the Louisiana and 
Texas Lines were -grossly neglected 
both as to. quantity and quality. ‘The 
damage.to the” railroad ° property “is 
continu'ng until the inferior ties are

ROCK BALLAST IMPROVES 
LINE NEAR EL PASO 


Twenty-two miles of the El Paso di- 
vision from Paisano west has practic- 
ally been brought up to standard 
requirements on new rock ballast from 
the Toronto crusher quarry, and with 
due regard to the generally fine .con- 
dition of the main line everywhere, it 
is doubtful if a better looking or bet- 
ter riding section exists between New 
Orleans and El Paso. 

‘The ballast itself is peculiarly pleas- 
ing to the eye, because of the con- 
glomeration of color, The stone at 
Toronto comes from the great vol 
canic ridge which marks the Paisano 
summit or divide. It is extremely 
bard, due to its glassy or igneous tex- 
ture, which at times causes the driller 
much trouble. Red, blue, violet, yel- 
low, browns and pink are the prevail- 
ing hues of the rock, and as all these 
colors show in harmonious combina- 
tion, the effect is distinctly agreeable. 
Work at Toronto is rapidly procress- 
ing and ballast is going into track ata

When he saw the party shove out 
into the estuary in the heavily laden 
boat, Johanson remarked that it was 
risky. He entered his home near the 
bank of the estuary and in a few 
minutes heard the cry for help. Ac- 
companied by his twelve year old 
son he jumped into a small boat part- 
ly loaded with wood, and hurried to 
the rescue. When about fifty feet 
out he found that his own boat was 
too heavy and had his son jump over 
and swim back. :

erful new “2-10-2” type locomo- 

tives on the Shasta Division, a 
giant turntable 100 feet in length, 
weighing 183,000 pounds, electrically 
operated and equipped with the most 
modern appliances and safety devices, 
has been installed by the Southern 
Pacific at Ashland, Ore. Before the 
new table was put in operation it 
was necessary to cut the tender off 
in order to get the large engines on 
the 70-foot table, 

Tom Darrow, Construction Forc- 
man, established a record for rail- 
road ‘turntable erection by installing 
the huge turntable in 10 hours and 
12 minutes without delay to power or 
trafic. The cost is about $50,000. 

Regarding the installing of this 
turntable, J, W. Fitzgerald, Superin- 
tendent Shasta Division, says: 


Work of Installation 


“The preliminary work of installing 
the new turntable was commenced 
Nov. 1, 1921. The-excavating for. the 
new pit.was completed and on March 
15, 1922 the foundation around the 
original turntable center “had been 
enlarged with reinforced concrete; the 
new Circle wall and rail installed and 
the old circle wall removed. The

Attractive ‘station ‘at Atascadero, Cal., which ‘was recently dedicated with impressive 
ceremonies attended by over one thousand residents of that city. 


HE Southern Pacific Company 

bas just opened a new and -at- 

tractive station at - Atascadero, 
The station sets‘on three ‘acres of 
ground at the head of the valley in 
which the Civic and Industrial centers 
of Atascadero are ‘located. 

Under the auspices of the Chamber 
of Commerce, formal dedication cere- 
monies were held May 6th, at which 
were present E, ‘W. Clapp, Assistant 
Freight Traffic Manager and A, R. 
Anthony, Assistant . Superintendent, 
Coast Division; who represented the 
Southern Pacific Company. 

Mr. Clapp, in presenting the key of 
the station to- Louis -Cohen of Atas- 
cadero, stated that it was unnecessary 
to present. the people .of :Atascadero 
with ‘the key since the railroad com- 
pany would be-happy to take the lock 
off,the door of the station or take the 
doors off the hinges of any of the 
stations along the lines, if the peo-

Many Transits Handled 


In that time, the Southern Pa- 
cific operated about 40 special trains 
of from eight to .ten cars each, be- 
sides numerous extra cars on regu- 
lar trains, There were 1100 Chinese 
en route to Cubg at one time, occu- 
pying four special trains operated 
two days apart, the first train dis- 
charging at Key ‘West.as the last 
one leit ‘San’ Francisco.

CAREFULNESS IS URGED. AS 
BEST SAFETY MEASURE 


The following. accidents: to--em- 
ployes during the. past month are 
cited by R. J. Clancy, Assistant Gen- 
eral Manager in chargé of -safety, as 
examples of accidents which may be 
avoided through greater. care and 
forethought: 

A carpenter helper returning to his 
home station on passenger train did 
not get off at station, but rode about 
quarter of mile to where outfit cars 
were located, and in getting off mov- 
ing train running at speed of 12 miles 
per hour, sprained ankle. Had injur- 
ed party gotten off train at station 
as he should and walked to-outfit cars 
accident would not have occurred. 

An engine foreman walking beside 
track when switching cars stepped 
over a board which had a protruding 
nail, but failed to step high enough, 
causing his toe to strike nail bruising 
it. As he had observed the nail be- 
fore stepping over it he should have 
taken the precaution to turn the 
board over which would have pre- 
vented injury to himself and possibly 
to others. 

A boilermaker had opened up fire- 
box door of engine in order to enter 
same and repair pan and as blower was 
turned on at time foreign matter en- 
tered eye causing severe pain and ir- 
ritation, which injury could have been 
avoided had he used’ goggles as re- 
quired in this class of work. Goggies 
are provided in doing work where 
there is danger of particles entering 
the eye and should be worn in all 
cases to: prevent injury. 

A machinist was adjusting tank 
brake on engine and had removed 
cotter key bolt to change length of 
travel and then replaced bolt apply- 
ing cotter key and ‘signalled helper 
to apply brakes. When-this was done 
cotter key flew out and struck ma- 
chinist in face. This accident ‘could 
have been avoided had the cotter key 
been split after ‘inserting same. A

For ihe past. several months. the..tice 
ket vsale reports from the. joint :ticket 
office at 50 Post Street, San Francisco, 
have been..submittcd to the Auditor .in 
the morning of the first business day of 
the month, The manner of accomplish- 
ing this rapid. work is stated below by 
R. J. Simen, who has charge of the oc- 
counts at this office, 


The local consists of 791 work- 
ing’ stocks of tickets divided in- 
to eight stations’ requiring but one 
monthly to cover all these differ- 
ent stocks, the commencing numbers 
of which are taken every morning be- 
fore business begins and local reports 
made up and figures given to cashier 
as promptly as possible in order to 
assist him in getting the daily balance 
shect, To expedite getting out this 
local monthly we always have all 
cancelled tickets, authorities, ete., 
checked up and enveloped on the day 
prior to the last day of the month, 
so when final figures are completed 
all we have to do is check out the 
last days cancellations and authori- 
ties and put same in envelopes. 

For the figures for each ten days 
business in this report, a total is 
carried across, therefore on the Jast 
day of the month it is only necessary 
to add the last days blank business. 
By doing this we avoid much addi- 
tional work on the last day of the 
month when time is very valuable, 

As to the daily Inter-Line report. 
When time permits, some of the stubs 
are gathered up and written in the 
afternoon in order to expedite the 
balance in the morning. The next 
morning’s balance of the stubs is 
checked and reports completed and 
figures given to the cashier by ten 
a.m. On the Inter-Line we have 936 
different forms divided into four sta- 
tions. The daily Inter-Line for the 
Southern Pacific is from 100 to 200 
sheets per day. 

The Pullman report is made up in 
the morning for the previous day. 
The blank destinations of this re- 
port is balanced every day, therefore 
at the end of the month there is only 
one ‘day’s report to complete the 
monthly. The Pullman consists ‘of 973 
stocks of tickets and is kept at 12 
stations, ‘The Pullman consists of 12 
monthly reports usually averaging 
from ‘150 to 250 sheets per month. 

The local and Inter-Line are al- 
ways completed by 8:00 a.m., on the 
morning of the frst and the Pullman 
not later than 10:30 a.m.
